In order to afcertain in what manner 
the legiflative powers of the United

States will be exercifed on the commer- 
cial fubje&t, it will be neceflary to trace 
the federal legiflature up to its feveral 
fources. You {peak of the fuppofed 
danger from this powerof Congreis, 2s 
an object of peculiar apprehenfion to the 
five fouthern ttates, from whence I pre 
fume, and | hope not unfairly, that you 
concur with me in confidering their true 
interefis as decidedly agricultural, and 
in believing that the powers of the feder~ 
al Jegiflature, whether in the one branch 
or in the other, fo far as they fthall be 
derived from them, will be duly atten 
tive to the landed interefts of America, 
and cautious againtt any injurious meal- 
ures which may be attempted by our 
mercantile reprefentatives. Your can- 
dour wii] readily grant, that to thofe five 
fouthern ftates we may add Delaware 
and Newyjer/ey, two fates the mott abfo- 
lutely agvicultural of any inthe univoe, 
by reafon of the adjacent fituations of 
Philadelphia and Newyork. 

Before we proceed to contider the true 
leading interefts and views of the fix re - 
maining members of our cdnfederagy, let 
us remember, that upon your own ftate- 
ment, and the evidence of facts, itis clearlv 
eltablithed, that in the fenate of America, 
we, fhall always be certain of a majority 
of two devoted to her landed interefts, 
and in the houfe of reprefentatives of a 
majority of three, for Georgia, the Caro- 
linas, Virginia, Maryland, Delaware, 
and Jerfey are to fend fourteen votes*to 
the fenate, and thirty four to the federal 
Ho@e of reprefentatives, whofe whole 
Number 18 fixty five. The ereétion of 
Kentucke and Vermont, which appear 
certain, inte independent governments, 
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the encreafing ation of the weftern 
of the tick fates, and the 
efablithment of new members of the 
union on the lands of Congrefs, will all 
operate to leffen the weight of the fix 
ftates, in regard to which the apprehen- 
Gon exifts, and will encreafe that pre- 
ponderancy which we fee the other feven 
already poffefs, . 
Let us now turn our cool, but clofe 
attention, to thofe fix ftates from whofe 
fuppofed views and interefts thefe ap- 
prehenfions arife. As Pennfylvania 
enjoys as great a thare of foreign com- 
merce as any of the number, and as her 
true fituation is the moft minutely known 
to me, I will begin there. The city of Phi- 
Jadelphia, the centre of our commerce, or 
rather its only mart, fends five members 
to our ftate legiflature; the diftri& of 
Southwark has always weight enough to 
nominate one member of the county of 
Philadelphia, and that part of the North- 
ern liberties, which joins Philadelphia, 
has always the opportunity of nominat- 
ing another county member. Thefe 
form the whole commercial reprefenta- 
tion in our affembly, upon the moft ex- 
aggerated ftatement. Seven perfons on- 
ly in a honfe which confitts of fixty nine 
members : A little more than one tenth 
of the body. There is not in this com- 
monwealth, nor can there ever be, anoth- 
er fea port. Refiding out of Philadel- 
phia and its above appurtenances, there 
isnot one merchant. But the tree is 
ever beft know by it fruits.. The ma- 
jority of the Pennfylvania members cf 
Congrefs elefted by. the ballots of our 
legiflature, are not commercial men, 
Of our delegates for laft year, and of ovr 
delegates fur the current year, four out of 
five m each appointmert have not the 
f{malleft intereft in trade. The fifth in 
each year we find to be the prior of a 
re{pectable mercantile houfe ; but though 
his property in trade mauft be very con- 
fiderable, and his commercial connex- 
ions are certainly extenfive, it is equally 
certain that his landed eftate, and his 
monies in our publick funds are, each, 
greater in amount than his capital in 
trade, Jtis alfoa well known fa&, that 
the moft influential merchants of Penn- 
fylvania are very capital landholders in 
the various counties of this ftate and of 
thofe adjacent, from Virginia to New- 
york, inclufive. To fuch a degree are 
they conneéted with the agricultural ins 
tereft, that I will venture to affert in this 
paper, which is to be publithed under 
their eyes, @hat the property employed 
by them (taken collectively) in every 


~ 





fpecies of commerce, is re far thort 
the vale of their landed eftates. fi 
differeitly from thefe are the circum. 
ftances of the merchants of Holland, 
France, or even of Greatbritain, yet 
how unavailing is the influeace of the 
reprefentatives of the trading and manu. 
fafturing towns in that commercial 
country, when the landed gentlemen 
unite againft them—We know that on 
thofe occafions, when contefts. arife in 
our legiflature between the agricultural 
and commercial. members, the latter are 
ever obliged to yield to the irrefittable 
power of the landed intereft: And from 
the conftruction of the houfe, which is 
truely ftated in this letter, as weil as from 
the unalterable nature of things in Penn. 
fylvania, this muff ever be the caf, 
he importance ef our commerce is well 
underftcod, but its moft fincere and 
powerful friends admit, and even affen 
the fuperiour importance of agriculture, 

Omitting at this time to fay any thing 
of Conneéticut, Rhodeifland | New. 
hamphhire, as lefs extenfive in commerce 
than Newyork and Maflachufetts, I will 
venture to affirm, without detailing the 
fituation of the two latter ftates, that the 
comparative weight of their merchantsis 
very much the fame, when oppofed t 
their country gentlemen, as has beer 
ftated in relpett to Pennfylvania, A 
little more or lefs it muft neceflarily be, 
but the difference is very. greatly in fa- 
vour of their faemnere— it a doubt can 
exift in regard to either of them, it mut 
be with refpeét to Maffachufetts, b 
that will vanith when we remember th 
great fuperiority over this ftate in the 
number of free white inhabitants. 

By way of ageneral review of thi 
fubject, I thall give you the fubltan 
and nearly the words of a late public 
tion on “ the principles of a commefti 
fyftem for the United States,” addrel 
to the federal convention, during 
late fitting, by a merchant (not a lam 
holder) of Philadelphia. 

Ju opinions (fays this writer) ¢ 
our general affairs, muff neceffarily pr 
cede fuch a wife fyftem of commerei 
regulations, as will extend our trade 
far as it can be carried without affetting 
unfavourably our other vay inter 
efts. It may therefore be uleful to t 
a comparative view of the two moft it 
portant objects in the United States 
Oar agriculture and commerce. 

In a country bleft with a fertile fou 
and a climate admitting fteady labout 
where the cheapnefs of land tempts ¢ 
European from his home, and the man 
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fa&turer from his trade, we are led by a 
few moments of reflection to fix on agri- 
culture, as the great leading interef, 
From this we ihall find mof of our 
other advantages refult, fo far as they 
arife from the nature of our affairs, and 
where they are not produced by the co- 
ercion of laws : The fihheries are the 
principal exception. In order to make 
a true eftimate of the magnitude of agri- 
culture, we muft remember, that it is 
encouraged by few or no duties on the 
importation of rival produce—that, with 
a {mall exception in favour of our fith- 
eries, it furnithes outward cargoes not 
only for all ourown thips, but thofe alfo 
which foreign nations fend to our ports, 
(Wr in other words that it pays for all our 
importations—that it fupplies a part of 
the clothing of our people, and the food 
of them and their cattle—that what is 
confumed at home, including the mate- 
rials for manufaéturing, is four or five 
times the value of what is exported, that 
the number of people employed in agri- 
culture, is at leaft nine parts in ten of the 
inhabitants of America, that therefore 
the planters and farmers form the body 
of the militia, the bulwark of the nation 
—that the value of rty occupied by 
agriculture, is manifold greater than 
that of the property employe! in every 
other way—that the fettlement of our 
wafte lands, and fubdividing our im- 
proved farms,is every year encreafing the 
preeminence of the agricultural intereft, 
that the refources we derive from it are 
at all times certain and indifpenfibl 
neceflary—and laftly, that the rural life 
promotes health and morality by its ac- 
tive nature, and by keeping our people 
from the luxuries and vices of the towns. 
In fhort, agriculture appears to be the 
{pring of our commerce, and the parent 
of our manufactures, 

The commerce of America, includ- 
ing our exports, imports, thipping, ma- 
nufactures and fifheries, may be properly 
confidered as forming one intereft. So 
uninformed and miftaken have many of 
us been, that it has been ftated as the 
greateft obje& in our affairs, and I fear 
it is yet believed by fome to be the moft 
important intereft of Newengland, But 
trom the beft calculations, T have been 
able to make, I cannot raife the pro- 
portion of property or the number of 
men employed in manufactures, fither- 
les, navigation and trade, to one eighth 
of the property and people occupied by 
agriculture, even in that commercial 
s“arter of the union, In making this ¢- 


263 


ftimate I have dedu&ed fomething from 
the value and population of the large 
towns for the idle and diffipated, for 
thofe who live upon their incomes, and 
for fupernumerary domeftick fervants. 
But the difproportion is much greater, 
taking the union at large, for feveral of 
the fates, have little commerce, and no 
manufatures—others have no com- 
merce, and fcarcely manuf:ture any 
thing. The timber, iron, cordage, and 
many other articles neceflary for build- 
ing thips to fith or trade—nine parts in 
ten of their cargoes—the fubfiitence of 
the manufaéturers, and much of their 
raw materials are the produce of our 
lands. {nalmof all of the countries of 
Europe, judicious writers have confidered 
commerce as the handonaid of agriculture. 
If trne there, with us it muft be unquett- 
ionable, for we have few manufactories 
to throw imgp the {cale againft the landed 
intereft, have in our lands full em- 
plo t for our prefent inhabitants. 

nftead of fending colonies to new dif- 
covered iflands, we have adjoining town- 
fhips and counties, whofe vacant fields 
await the future encreafe of our people. 

As a comparative view of the impor- 
tance of our various interefts thus term- 
inates in a decided and great fuperiority 
of agriculture over all the reft combined, 
as emigration and natural encreafe are 
daily adding to the number of our plant - 
ers and farmers, as the ftates are pof- 
feffed of millions of vacant acres, that 
court the cultivator’s hand—as the fet- 
tlement of thefe immenfe traéts will 
greatly and fteadily encreafe the objefs 
of taxation, the refources, the powers of 
the country—as they will prove an in- 
herent treafure of which neither foliy 
nor chance can deprive us, we fhall be 
careful to do nothing that can interrupt 
this happy progrefs of our *fairs. But 
fhould we from a mifcenception of our 
true interefts, or from any other caufe, 
form 2 fyftem of commercial regulations, 
prejudicial to this great mafs of proper- 
ty, to this great body of the peopie, we 
fhall injure our country during the con- 
tinuance of the errour, aad mutt final- 
ly return to that plan which will pro- 
mote that evident, moft important and 
effential intereft—the Agriculture of the 
United States. 

Here, fir, let us paufe a moment, 
Let us confider with that candour, 
which I am fure you love, and which 
the interefting nature of the fubject re- 
quires, the foregoing faéts and obfervae 
tions, Two conclusions, it eppears te 
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ee ee 
me, wi)! inevitably refult. from them in 
a mind as juft and enlightened as yours, 
af, That, fince there is no ttate legifla- 
ture in our confederacy, wherein the 
landed gentlemen will not at all times 
form a greatand commanding majority, 
and as there are fome in which a com. 
mercial interelt is entirely unknown, fo 
there is an unqueitionable certainty’ that 
much the greater part of the federal fen- 
ate, whom they are to depute, will be 
aiways aitached to the agricultural in- 
tereft ; anc_adly, as there is no ftate in 
the anion w which the planters or farm- 
ers do pot form an irrefiitable majority 
of the people at large, and as there are 
fome in which a permament mercantile 
boufe is not to be found, tv there is alfo 
an indubitable certainty, that much the 
greater part of the federal réprefenta- 
tives will he always devoted 
ed intereft of the United $ z 
But, fig iet us proceed: Your next 
difficulty on this point. You afk, how 
are you to build thipsin your common- 
wealty and fram whence are you to pro- 
cure feamen ? 1 will venture co promife 
you as many Virginia built ‘hips as you 
can profitably employ, on as low terms 
as they campbe built in Philadelphia or 
Newyork. There is nothing in our 
commerce more certain; and the mer- 
chants of this city know it from the ex- 
erience of real faéts. The port of 
“Philadejphia has ever had among the 
veflels belonging to it great numbers 
built in the other ftates, the fouthern as 
well as the northern. In regard toilza- 
men, Penniylvania has few natives in 
that line. Certain employment and a 
little higher Wages, will draw them to 
Virginia from’ Newengland, the Weilt- 
indies, and Europe, ag. they have al- 

ways drawn them to Philadelphia. 

With refp¥tto the thipping of A- 
merica, | am very doubtfai whether the 
merchants of thofe ftates, that have not 
Jaige and valuable exports will continue 
Zo own them in any great number. Ma- 
ny will no dowbt be built there, but 
when our country and our commerce is 
once more brought tovorder, the merch- 
ant refiding at the great fcenes of export 
will find it srofitable and convenient to 
purchafe or buiid thips, by which the 
northern owner wili be fo tar interfered 
with, Iwill venture to s¢rdiét, that 
however cheap veflels may hereafter be 
in Newengland, there wil! be many built 
on the waters of Chefapeak, and very 
many owned by the merchants refiding 
onthem, Alseady is the matter arrive. 






ed to fuch a point, that few men defire 
to be permanent owners of veffels in the 
Newengland ftates. That country has 
been much deceived by looking to the 
example of Holland, to produce whofe 
commercial aggrandizement, many cir. 
cumttances confpired, that do not exif 
at this time, and which can never take 
place in America, That province was 
an afylum of religious liberty, or at 
leaft of toleration, for the opprefled peo. 
ple of the furrounding nations, a point 
*on which,all our ftates muft be happy 
and equal, as long as no religious teft is 
neceflary toa fhare in our federal gov. 
vernment. Holland was alfo an afy. 
lum of political liberty, in regard to 
which the fouthern ftates will be on 
footing with the northern, The Dutch 
lived among furrounding nations, who 
in the early days of their republick, paid 
no regard to commerce, whereas every 
ftate in America views it with an eager, 
defwing eye, and purfues it to the utmal 
of her power: And laftly, the Dutch 
Provinces had, by various means, amaf. 
fed fo large a monied capital, and ob- 
tained fuch a footing in regard to foreign 
colonies neceffary in the European trade, 
betore the importance of commerce was 
difcovered by their neighbours, that it 
was impoffible to contend with the 
mighty force of -the firft, or to deprive 
them of. their firm hold upon the laf, 
This you know, fir, was the fituation 
of Holland, but in the affiirs of the 
United States, foreign colonies fubfer- 
vient to commerce, muf fora long time 
remain not even a matter of expectation 
or defire, and if ever the time fhall arrive 
when the American confederacy will 
poflefs tuch dependencies, they muft be 
equally acceflable to the velicls of the 
fouthern dares, and to thofe of the north- 


ern. With refpect toa powerful monied ’ 


capital the value of their productions muft 
with the fame republican habits and man- 
ners, give our jouthern citizens 2 decided 
{yperiority over their northern brethren, 
The apprehenfions you entertain con- 
cerning the interference of the commer- 
cial with the agricultural intereft of the 
United States, ought not to have beeu 
referved, I rejoice at your explicit dec. 
laration of them, becauie I hope it may 
lead thofe, whofe particular duty it is, 
to give the fubject a thorough invettiga- 
tion, which I confidently trutt will terms 
inate in the total diffipation of their fears.

HE 8th feétion of article I. con- 
taining the POWERS of CONs« 
GRESS, ftill under debate. 

Hon, Mr. Bowpvoin. Mr. Prefi- 
dent. On the fubje& of government, 
which admits of fo great a variety in its 
parts and combinations, a diverfity of 
opinions is to be expeéted : And it was 
natural to fuppofe, that in this Con- 
vention, refpectable for its numbers, but 


ee more fo for the characters which 
0 


mpofe it, there would bea like diver- 
fity concerning the federal Conftitution, 
that is now the fubje& of our confidera- 
tion. 

In confidering it, every gentleman 
will refie&t, how inadequate to the pur- 
pofes of the union the confederation has 
been. When theplan of the Confede- 
ration was formed, the enemy were in- 
vading us ; and this infpired the feve- 
ral States with fuch a {pirit of union, 
and mutual defence, that a mere requi- 
fition or recommendation of Congres 
was fufficient to procure the needful 
aids, without any power of eoercion : 
And for that reafon, among ethers, no 
fuch power was given by the confedera- 
tion. But fince that reafon has ceafed, 
and the idea of danger been removed by 
the peace, the requifitions of Congrefs, 
have in moft of the States, been little 
regarded : Notwithftanding they folemn- 
ly pledged their faith to comply with 
them. 

This non compliance has compelled 
Congrefs to encreafe the foreign debt 
of the union, by procuring further loans 
to pay the intereft and inftalments due 
on former loans ; and in that way to 
preferve the publick faith, which had 
been ple to foreign powers. It 
has compelled themin order to prevent 
the confequences of a breach of faith, 
as relative to thofe powers, to enter re- 
peatedly into thofe ruinous negociations 
by which ** the United States jointiy, 
and each of them in particular, tege- 
ther with all their Jands, chattles, reve- 
nues and products, and alfo the impotts 
and taxes already laid and raifed in the 
faine, or im time to come, to be laid 
and raifed, are for the whole,’’ mort- 
gaged for the repayment of thofe loans 
by inttalments, and for payment of the 
interefton themannually, Thefedebts

muft be paid bond fide according to con- 
tract ; or be furthes enercafed by pro- 
curing, if procurable, further loans: 
which, rufnous as the meafure is, muft 
be continued, unlefs the States empow- 
er Congrefs to raife money for the dif- 
charging thofe debts. It will not be 
in the power of the United States, and I 
am fure it will not be in their inclination, 
torid themfelves of thofe debts in the 
fame bafe and ignominious manner, in 
which a faétion, in one of them, are en- 
deavouring to get rid of their's. To the 


fame caufe (a noncompliance with Con- * 


greffional requifitions) are owing the re- 
owe but neceflary breaches of publick 
ith in regard tothe payment of the 
federal domeftick debt. And hence, as 
relative to the joint confolidated debt, 
the inefficiency of the publick finances, 
and the bankrupt flate of the federal 
treafury ; which can never be remedied 
without empowering Congrefs to levy a- 
dequate duties and taxes. Without fuch 
a power, the accumulating debt will ne- 
ver be paid, but by a forcible collection, 
which our foreign creditors know how, 
and are able to apply, if unhappily it 
fhould be neceflary. The feveral loans, 
which by contraét are to be paid by in- 
ftalments, will, in cafe of the failure of 
any of the ftipulated payments, become 
the whole of them immediately payable ; 
aad any of the property of any of the 
ftates, whether publick or private, that 
can be moft eafily come at, will in that 
cafe be feized and applied for that pure 
fe. 
P’This mode of reimburfement or re- 
prifal, will be upon the trade and navi- 
gation of the United States ; and in pro- 
portion as ours of this flate may be larg- 
er and more extenfive, than the trade 
and navigation of other States, we 
fhall be the greatett fufferers. This ru- 
in of our trade will involve in it, not 
only the ruin of the mercantile part of 
the State, and of the numerous body of 
mechanicks dependent upon it, but will 
mokt effentially affe& every other clafs of 
citizens, and operate mott extenfively to 
the injury of the Commonwealth. 
Thefe are fome of the confequences, 
certain and infallible, that will flow from 
the denial of that power to Congrefs. 
Shall we then, wwe of this State, waeace 
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fo much interefted in this, matter, deny 
them that powér—a ‘power’ fo eflential 
to our political happinefs ? 

But if we attend to our trade, as it is 
at prefent, we thall find, that the mifer- 
able ftate of it is owing to alike want 
of power in Congrefs. Other nations 
prohibit our veffeis from entering their 
ports, or lay heavy duties on our exports 
carried thither ; and we have no retaliat- 
ing or régalating power over their vef- 
fels and exports to prevent it. Hence, 
a decreafe of our commerce and naviga- 
tion, and of the duties and reverue arif. 
ing from them. Hence, ah infufiicient 
demand for the produce of our lands ; 
and the confequent difcouragement of 
agriculture. Hence, the inability to pay 
debts, and particularly taxes, which by 
that increafe areenhanced. And hence, 
as the neceffary refult of all thefe, the e- 
migration of our inhabitants. If it be 
afked, how .are thefe evils, and others 
that might be mentioned, to be remedied ? 
The anfwer is thort—by giving Con- 
grefs proper and adequate power. Whe- 
ther {uch power be given by the propof- 
ed Conftitution, it is left with the Con- 
ventions from the feveral States, and 
with us, who compofe one of them, to 
determine, 

In determining on this queftion, every 
gentleman will doubtiefs confider the 
importance of cultivating a fpirit of u- 
nion among ourfelves, and with the fey- 
eral States. This (pirit procured our e- 
mancipation from Brith tyranny ; and 
the fame fpirit, by uniting us in the ne- 
ceflary means, mult fecure to us our dear 
bought, blood purchafed liberty and in- 
dependeintce——and deliver us from evils, 
which unlefg remedied, muft end in na- 
tional ruin. ‘The means for effeéting 
thefe purpofes are within our reach ; 
and the adoption of the propofed Confti- 
tution will give us the poffeffion of 
them. Like all other human produc- 
tions, it may be tmperfe&, but moit of 
the imperfections imputed to it, are ideal 
and unfounded ; and the reft are of fuch 
a nature, that they cannot be certainly 
known, but by the operation of the Con- 
ftitution : And if in iis operation it 
fhould, in any refpeét, be effentially bad, 
it will be amended in one of the modes 
prefcribed by it. fay, will be amend. 
ed, becanfe the Conftitution is conftru&- 
ed on fuch principles, that its bad effe&s, 
if any futh fhould arife from it, will in- 
jure the members of Congreis equally 
with their conftituent’ ; and therefore 


both of them'imu& be equally induced 





to feek for and effe€tuate the requifite ae 
mendments.~ * See - 

There been many objections of- 
fered agaiiit* the Conititution; and of 
thefe the mot ftrongly urged has 
been, the * vefled in Con. 
grefs, On this fubject, I beg leave to 
make a few general ob(fervations, which 
ought to be attended to, as being appli- 
cable to every branch of that power.: 

It may therefore be ubferved, that the 
invettiture of fuch power, fo far from 
being an objection, is a moft cogent 
redfon for accepting the Conftitution, 
The power of Congrefs, both in the le- 
giflative and executive line, is the pow. 
er of the people, colleéted through 
certain medium, to a focal point; at all 
times ready to be exerted for the gene- 
ral benefit, according as circumfances 
or exigencies may require. If you di- 
minifh or annihilate it, you diminith or 
annihilate the means of your own fafety 
and profperity; which means, if they 
were to be meafured like mathematical 
quantities, would be in exaét proportion 
as ‘the power is greater or lefs. But 
this is not the cafe: For power, that 
does not reach, or is inadequate to the 
obje&t, is worfe than none. An exer- 
tion of fuch power would encreafe the 
evil it was intended to remove, and at 
the fame time Create a further evil, which 
might be a very great one—the expence 


« of a fruitiefs exertion. 


If we confider the objects of the pow. 
er, they are numerous and important; 
and as human forefight cannot extend 
to many of them, and all of them are in 
the womb of futurity, the quaatum of 
the power cannot be eftimated. Lefs 
than the whole, as relative to federal 
purpofes, may, through its infufficiency, 
occafion the diffolution of the union, and 
a fubjugation or divifion of it among: 
foreign powers, Their attention is 
drawn to the United States ; their emif- 
faries are watching our condu&, parti- 
cularly upon the prefent moft important 
occafion; and if we fhould be fo un- 
happy as to reje& the Federal Conft:tu- 
tion propofed to us; and continue 
much longer our prefent weak unener- 
getick federal government, their policy 
will probably induce them to plana di- 
vifion or partition of the States among 
themfelves ; and unite their forces to ef- 
fe& it. 

But however that may be, this is cer- 
tain, that the refpectability of the United 


States among foreign nations, our com- 
merce them on the principles of ree 
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ciprocity;"and our forming beneficial 
treaties with them on thole principles, 
their eftimation of our friendfhip and 
fear of lofing .it, our capacity to refent 
jnsuries, and our fecurity againft inte- 
riour as well as foreign attacks, mutt be 
derived from fuch a power. In thort, the. 
commercial and political happiaefs, the 
liberty and property, the peace, fafety 
and general weitare, both internal and 
external, of each and all the States, de- 
vend on that power: Which, as it mu& 
be applied to a vaft variety of objects, 
and to caies and exigencies beyond the 
ken of human preicience, muft be very 
great; and which caanot be limitted 
without endangering the publick fafety. 

It will be and has been {aid, this great 
power may be abufed; and inftead of 
protecting, may be employed by Con- 
grefs, in oppreffing their conftituents. 
—A poffibility of abufe, as it may be 
affirmed of all delegated power whate- 
ver, 1s) by itfelf no iufficient veafon for 
withholding the delegation. If it Were 
a fufficient one no power could be dcle- 
gated; nor could government of any 
fort fubiitt. The pofhibiliuy however, 
fhould make us careful, that in all dele- 
gations of importance like the one con- 
tained in the prppoied Conftitution, 
there thould be fuch checks provided, 
as would not fruftrate the «nd and in- 
tention df delegating the power: But 
would, as far as it could he fafely done, 
prevent the abufeof it: And fuch checks 
are provided in the Conititut:on. _ Some 
of them were mentioned the latt even- 
ing by one of my worthy colleagues : 
But I hhall here exhibit ail of them in 
one view, 

The two capital departments of go- 
vernment, the legiflative and executive, 
in which the delegated power refides, 
co: fitting of the Preiident, Viceprefiden 
Senate and Reprefentatives, are dire@! 
and by their refpeétive legiflarures and 
deiegates, chofen hy the people. 

The Prefident, and alfo the Vicepre- 
fident, when a€ting as Prefident, before 
they enter on the execution of the office 
fhall each, ** folemnly (fwear or affirm) 
that he will faithfully execute the office 
of Prefident of the United States, and 
will to the beft of bis ability, preferve, 
protect and defend the Conftitution of 
the United, States.” 

‘‘ The Senators and Reprefentatives 
before mentioned, znd the members of 
the feverah, State Legiflatufes, and all 
executive and judicial ‘officers, both of 
the United -States, and of abe feveral 


- 
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States, fhall be bound by oath or affirmae 
tion, to fupport this Conftitution.”’ 

** The Prefident, Viceprefident and 
all civil officers of the United States, 
fhall be removed. from office, on im- 
peachment for, and: conviéton of, trea- 
fon, bribery, or other high crimes or 
mifdemeanours.”’ 

** No Senator or Reprefentative thall, 
during the time for which he was elect- 
ed, be appointed to any civil office—~ 
which fhall have been created, or the e- 
moluments whereof fhall have been en- 
creafed during fuch time : And no per- 
fon holding any office under the Unit. 
ed States, fhall be a member of either 
houfe, during his continuanc~.in office.” 

** No title of nobility thall be grant. 
ed bythe United States, or by any par- 
ticular State: And no perfon hoiding 
any office of profit or truft under the 
United States, thall, without the con. 
fent of the Coffgrefs, accept of any pre- 
fent, emolument, office or title, of any 
kind whatever, from any king, prince, 
or foreign ftate.” 

** The United States thall gaurantee 
to every State in this union a republi- 
can form of government, and fhall pro- 
te& cach of them againft inyafion, and 
domeiiick violence.” 

To thefe great checks may be added 
feveral other yery etlential ones: as— 
the negative, which each houfe hath, 
upon the aéts of the other—the difap- 
proving power of the Prefident, which 
fubjects thofe a&ts to a revifion by the 
two houfes, and to a final negative, un- 
lefs two thirds of each houfe thall agree 
to pafs the returned acts, notwithftand- 
ing the Prefident’s objeétions—the 
printing the journals of each houfe, con- 
taining their joint and refpective pro- 
ceedings—and the’publifhing from time 
to time a reguiar ftatement and account 

the receipts and expenditures of all 
publick money; none of which thall be 
drawn from the Treafury, but in confe- 
quence of appropriations made by law. 

All thefe checks and precautions, 
provided in the Conftitution, muft, in a 
great meafure, prevent an abufe of pow- 
er, at leaft in all flagrant inftances, even 
if Congrefs thould confit wholly of men 
who were guided by no other principle 
than their own intereft. . Under the in- 
fluence of fuch checks, this would com- 
pe! them to a condué, which in the ge- 
neral, would anfwer the intention of the 
Cenftitution. But the prefumtion is, 
and if the people duly attend to the ab- 
jeéts of their choice, it would be realiz- 
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ed, that the Prefident of the United 
States, and the members of Congrefs 
would, for the moft part, be men, not 
only of ability, but of a good moral 
charaéter : In which cafe an abufe of 
power is not to be apprehended ; nor any 
other errour in government, than fuch as 
Bh human inftitution is fubjeé to. 
here is a further guard againft the 
abufe of power, which though not ex- 
preffed, is ftrongly implied in the Fe- 
deral Conttitution, and indeed ia the 
Conftitution of every government, 
founded on the principles of equal li- 
berty—and this is, that thofe who make 
the laws, and particularly laws for the 
levying of taxes, do in common with 
their tellow citizens, fall within the 
power and operation of thofe laws. 

As then the individuals of Congrefs 
will all thare in the burthens they im- 
pofe, and be perfonally affected by the 
good or bad laws they niake for the u- 
nion, they will be under the ftrongeft 
motives of intereit to lay the lighteft 
burthens poffible ; and to make the beft 
laws : Or fuch laws, as thal! not unne- 
ceffarily affeét either the property, or the 
perfonal rights of their fellow citizens. 

With regard to rights, the whole Con- 
ftitution is a declaration of rights, which 
primarily and principally refpe& the ge- 
neral government intended to be formed 
byit. Therights of particular Siates 
and private citizens not being the objeé& 
or fubjec&t of the Conftitution, they are 
only incidentally mentioned. In re- 
gard to the former, it would require a 
volume to defcribe them, as they extend 
to every fubje& of legiflation, not in- 
cluded in the powers vettedin Congrefs ; 
and in regard to the latter, as all gov- 
ernment is founded on the relinquifhe 
ment of perfonal rights in a certain de- 
gree, there was a clear impropriety in 
being very particular about them. By 
fuch a particularity the government 
might be embarraffed, and prevented 
from doing what the private, as well 
as the publick and general good of the 
citizens and States might require. 








- 


The F rau good, in which private 
is neceflarily involved, might be hurt by 
too particular an enumeration ; and the 
private good could fuffer no injuty from 
a deficient enumeration, becaufe Con- 
grefs could not injure the-rights of pri- 
vate citizens pep emager ood their own: 
as they mutt in their publick, as well as 
private character,» participate equally 


‘with others, in the confequences of their 


own atts. And by this moft impor- 
tant circumftance, in connexion with 
the thecks abovementioned, the feveral 
States at large, and each citizen in parti- 
cular, will be fecured, as far as human 
wifdom can fecure them, againft the a- 
bufe of the delegated power. 

In confidering the Conftitution, we 
fhould confider it in all its parts, upon 
thefe general principles, which operate 
through the whole of it, and are equiva- 
lent to the moft extenfive bill of rights 
that can be formed. 

Thefe obfervations, which are princi- 
pally of a general nature, but will ap- 
ply to the moft effential parts of the 
Conftitution, are, with the utmoft de- 
ference and'refpe&, fubmitted to your 
candid confideration: with the hope, 
that as they have influenced my own 
mind, decidedly in favour of the Confti- 
tution, they will not be wholly unproduc- 
tive of a like influence on the minds of 
the geitlemen of the Convention. 

If* the Conftitution fhould be finally 
accepted and eftablithed, it will com- 
pleat the temple of American liberty; 
and, like the key ftone of a grand and 
magnificient arch, be the bond of union 
to keep all the parts firm, and compact. 
ed together.—Miay this temple, facred 
to liberty and virtue—facred to juftice, 
the firftand greatett political virtuc, and 
built upon the broad and folid founda- 
tion of perfeé& union, be diffoluble only 
by the diffolution of nature: And may 
this Convention have the diftinguithed 
honour of ere&ting one of its pillars on 
that lafting foundation.

Bofton Fuziliers, under Captain Lieutenant 
LavGuton—then the Republican Volun- 
teers, under Capt. Gray—then the Bofton 
Artillery, under Capt. Lieut. Buaccr— 
and the Bofton Light Infantry, under Capt. 
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Green, on the left—The whole command. 

ed by Lieutenantcolonel Braprorp. At 

12,0’clock the whole marched, in review, be- 
fore his Excellency the Commander in Chief, 
and by South fchool lane though the Main 

Street inta State Street, where the line was 

formed, and feveral firings, by platoons, 

companies and battalion, were made with 

much exaétnefs. The troops were all! in u- 

niforms, and made a fine appearance; and 

received the plaudits of their fellow citizens 
for their perfectly foldier like condua& 
through the day. 

The firing of the artillery was principally 
by the Roxbury Train—the Bofton Artille- 
ry, being heavy, endangered the property of 
the inhabitants in the vicinity where it was 
potted; and was therefore ordered to ceafe 
firing, after difcharging a few rounds.

The Captain of a 
vetlel, in the employ of a foreigner, engaged 
a cumber of negroes, to go down to one of 
the iflanggin the vicinity of this town, to 
work ; having got them on board, he dire&t- 
ly proceeded to the veflel and confined 
them ; this being done, he immediate 
ly tet fail; and having arrived off Salem, 
he fent on thore and inveigled a number more 
of unfertunate blacks on board. Havirg 
thus far fucceeded in his deteftable purpofe, 
he purfued his voyage, either to fome of the 
foythern ftates, or to the Weftindies, where, 
im all probability, he will difpofe of them to 
linger out a wretched exiftence in the wortt 
of Slavery. Bluth humanity! and recoil 
civilization, at the conduat of men who pro« 
fefs to be guilded by thy principles.

VIENNA, (Germany) November 12. 
E learn that the fortrefs of Kinburn 
furrendered the 7thinft. totheTurks, 

when the Ruffian troops were all maffacred. 
The Ruffians confitted only of four regiments 
of infantry, three regiments of Don Coffacks, 
and fome fquadrons of light horfe. The re- 
fittance made by the Ruffians, animated the 
Turks, who were aggravated by the attack 
of the 12th of OGober, when no quarter 
was given. By this advantage, the Turks 
will be abfoluce maftersof the entrance to 
the Dnieper, and the garrifon of Oczakow 
will be rendered more fafe. 

St. PETERSBURGH, (Ruffe) O&. 30. 

On Sunday laft a meffenger arrived here 

from Prince Potemkin, with the news of a 
viétory obtained over the Turks, at an at- 
tack which they made upon Kinburn, on 
the night of the 12th inft. by a detachment 
of 5000 men, who landed near that fortrefs 
from Oczakow; and although the garrifon 
was inferiour in number, upwards of 4000 
Turks were killed or wounded, and the re- 
mainder with difficulty efcaped to their 
boats. The number of flain and wounded 
on the fide of the Ruffians did not exceed 
four hundred, but feveral officers loft their 
lives on this occafion, and Generals Sowaraw 
and Reck, who had the principal command, 
were dangeroufly wounded. 

HAGUE, (United Nesberlands ) Nov. 15. 

The infurreétion which took place in this 

city, lated from Thurfday the 8th inftant, 
to Saturday the roth, during which time 
more than two thoufand houfes were da- 
maged and piliaged by the troops. The 
Prince of Orange fent immediately the moft 
vigorouy, orders to fearch the houfes of the 
pillagers, and to fee juftice done to the fuf- 
ferers, The lofs fuitained by this fedition is 
eftimated at four millions. 


In one of the affrays laft week, no lefs 
than thirty-one perfons were killed out right. 
LON DON, December 1, 

According to the laft advices from Cadiz, 
the Court of Madrid is determined to op- 
pofe the entrance of the Ruffian fleet into 
the Mediterranean, and with that view are 
keeping up a refpectable fquadron confifting 
of 12 fail of the line. 

Extra of a letter from Amflerdam, Nov. 13. 

“ The fpirit of plunder and uproar ap- 
pears to be in fuch a manner inftilied into 
the Hollanders, that it will not be an eafy 
matter to diveft them of it; it feems to be 
now habitual. The moft melancholy ac- 
counts have been received here of a tumult 
having taken place at Herrogenbofch, in 
which no lefs than 500 have fuffered, fome 
more than others. The lois, it is faid, will 
amount to full four millions of guilders. 
Groningen has experienced a fimilar difafer, 
but notin fo great a degree, about 80 houfes 
there, having felt the Fary of the populace. 
In thefe riots no refpe€t has been paid to 
party, the fufferers being as well Princemen 
as Patriots.” 

A correfpondent informs us, that the ime 
menfe frames of timber, filled with large 
ftones, and funk in order to form the capa- 
cious harbour of Cherbourg, are five huodred 
feet long, five hundred feet wide, and forty 
feet high! the landholders in the neigh- 
bourhood have fold their mountains to gove 
ernment at a high price, for materials to fill 
thefe frames. Some are funk in fourteen 
fathom water, and fome are yet vifibie above 
the furface of the fea, fo that there is no 
change in its afpe&t at prefent. But if once 
that wonderful undegtaking can be brought 
above the level of the ocean, it will prove a 
thorn in the fide of Britain.
